W illing, formerly of this city, a 
brother of John E. W illing, the 
La Crosse clothier,gives a graph­ 
ic first hand description of the 
disorders in Mexico. His adven­ 
tures are of the startling sort, 
under fire of artillery and in a 
han<l to hand battle with na­ 
tives; he saw hundreds slain as 
he fled in the 
streets 
where 
shells were falling, 
and 
his 
story of conditions in the repub­ 
lic is most timely. 
“Ed” W illing has seen much 
of Mexico since he was discharg­ 
ed from the Philippine army af­ 
ter being shot through an arm 
and a leg. He first went to Pan­ 
ama, where he prospered. Selling 
out there, he engaged in busi­ 
ness in Kl Paso, Texas, hut soon 
sold to his partner and establish­ 
ed him self 
in 
Portland, Ore., 
where his venture 
was 
disas­ 
trous and left him stranded. In 
Guadalajara, Mexico, he recup­ 
erated his fortunes, and at the 
tim e of the outbreak in Mexico 
City he had just moved there to 
open a jobbing house for United 
States made goods. 
The trouble 
cut off his stock, and when he 
abandoned the capital and went 
to Tampico he was penniless. 
Typical of the opportunities that 
come to live men in undeveloped 
countries 
is 
this adventurous 
young man's seizure of an op­ 
portunity 
which 
promises to 
again 
restore his fortune and 
success, and not the least inter­ 
esting part of the story is his 
modest recital of the quick per­ 
ception and vigor with which he 
seized his chance 
under those 
discouraging conditions that ar© 
making a few daring men work 
between the fires of marauding 
armies, their own employes tak­ 
en from the treacherous thug­ 
gery of the country, them selves 
working gun at hand, ready for 
labor, fight or flight.
